Without having the law amended, our 
population being so small and limited as 
compared with other States. In order to 
obtain some influence in having the law 
modified Senator Stewart secured a place 
on the Committee on Education and Labor, 
which committee had anch legislation in 
charge, and worked earnestly for tbe recom- 
mendation of a biU assigning a military of- 
ioer to each agricultural college. 
He was 


successful in his efforts and a bill for that 
purpose was reported by the committee to 
tbe Senate. The bill passed tbe Senate and 
also the House of Representative*, and be- 
came a law, since which time a military of- 
flser has been stationed at the University, 


1th what credit and benefit to that institu- 


tion yon yourselves are tbe best judges. 


Just previous to the adjournment of Con- 


gress tbe present military officer, Lien ten- 
ant Neall, aa yon are probably aware, was 
ordered by the War Department to join bis 
regiment in Walla Walla, Washington. 
Lieutenant Neall, I know, has made a good 
record at tbe University. He is very much 
liked, and the regents, students and others 
are attached to him. This older from tbe 
War Department changing hi* station dis- 
mayed s >me of your best citizens, they 
fearing that tbe services of a military in- 
structor would be lost to the University. 
The Senator was telegraphed to by several 
prominent citizens with respect to tbe 
matter. He immediately v.sited the War 
Department, bad a consultation with Gen- 
eral Sohofield, and afterwards with Secre- 
tary Elkins, and urged the Lieutenant's 
retention. The result of his mission was a 
telegram to Lieutenant N«all revoking the 
former order. The Senator was as much 
pleased as yourselves at thin h»ppy out- 
come of the question, he folly realizing how 
mnoh good the military instructor is doitog 
he University. 


In the Fifty-First Congress a bill was 


>assed making further appropriations for 
•he agricultural college and experimental 
station connected with the University, and 
which placed the University on a sonud 
and substantial foundation for (ho future 
Jenator Stewart's participation in securing 
the passage of thi* bill was very important. 
This law provides^that there shall be ap- 
propriated out of any moneys in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated, arising 
rom the sales of public l&nda to be paid to 
each State and Territory for the more com- 
plete endowment and maintaiuanoe of 
colleges for the benefit of agriculture and 
the mechanic arts, now established or 
which may hereafter to be established, the 
sum of $15,000 for the year ending June 
20, 1890, and an annual increase of the 
amount of such appropriation thereafter 
'or ten years by an additional sum of 
51,000 over the preceding year; and at tbe 
end of ten years the permanent annual ap- 
propriation shall be $25,000; which sum of 
money shall be applied only to instruction 
n agriculture, the mechanic arts, the En- 
[lisfa language, and the various branches of 
mathematical, physical, natural and econ- 
omic science, with special reference to their 
applications in tbe industries of life, and 
to the facilities of snob instruction. This 
appropriation will enable the University to 
*dd many new features to its curriculum. 
This endowment of $35,000 after tin years, 
together with the $15,000 appropriated at 
ihe previous Congress, which is also an 
annual appropriation and entirely separate 
Irom the latter sum, will swell the annual 
appropriations made by the general Gov- 
ernment for the University to $10,000. 
This sum ot money received annually will 
be very useful and of great assistance to 
the University in making a record for itself 
and attaining a high standing amocij in- 
stitutions of its character. 


Senator Stewart has shown his interest 


in the University in a number of other 
ways, minor ways, perhaps, but neverthe- 
less welcome. He never fails to send all 
kinds cf books, publications, speeches, 
maps, etc., to tbe library of tbe University, 
and a glance at the books in the library 
will show bow many have been contributed 
by him. He also sees that plants, shrubs, 
seed and trees for the ornamentation of the 
grounds are annually sent to tbe Unir 
varsity. 


Nothing affords Senator Stewart so mnoh 


pleasure as tbe University and give tbe 
students some good advice and note the 
progress they are making in acquiring an 
education. He loves children, and on snob 
occasions be is filled with joy. 


The memory of the struggle Senator 


Stewart underwent in his youth to obtain 
an education acU as an incentive to him to 
do ail in Lis power to make-the path of the 
children of nit State in edauating them 
selves M smooth as possible. Since be was 
thirteen years of sge ha was aompelled to 
rely upon bis own txertiona for support 
and education. He pawed many months 
in hard work on the farm, and tbe proceeds 


of his labor were expended in gaining 
knowledge. 


In 1850 he left his home in (he East and 


followed tbe gold hunters to California. 
He spent many diys with the pick and 
shovel seeking the precious metals. Alter 
acquiring some wealth he devoted himself 
to the study of law. His rise in his chosen 
profession was gradual but sure. 
His 


reputation was made step by step. Such 
reputations are enduring p»a not ephem- 
eral. He became one of the leading and 
most eminent attorneys on the Pacific 
Coast. He was Attorney General of tbe 
State of California. His connection with 
the settlement of the ownership of the 
Comstock Lode was conspicuous. He was 
the originator of the "tne lode" theory, 
and his theory was sustained by the courts. 
He was a leading member of tbe Constitu- 
tional Convention of tbe Territory of Ne- 
vada in 1863, and in 1861, when Nevada 
was admitted into the Union, he was the 
first Senator elected by the new State. He 
served two terms in the Senate and then 
retired to private life. He was very active 
in Congress, and was identified with all tbe 
important legislation enacted during bis 
two terms. 


Since hia re-election in 1887 he has made 


himself heard all over tbe United States. 
Tbe conspicuous part be has taken in the 
affairs of tbe Senate and in keeping the 
silver question to the (rout has made bis 
name known in every town aod hamlet 
throughout tbe land, and the name of Ne- 
vada accompanied it. 
He i» One ot our 


most prominent statesmen to-day. His 
Boccets in life is due entirely to his own 
indefatigable industry and exalted ambi- 
tion. His incessant agitation of the chief 
interests of Nevada and the good he has 
accomplished for tbe State have no doubt 
won for him the deepest gratitude of the 
people be represents, 


Senator BteVart's history is an interest- 


ing one. 
He began at tbe foot of tbe lad- 


der and oliUjbed to the top. His career 
shows what a youth of humble origin and 
poor, bnt ambitious, persevering, faithful 
and honest can accomplish in lite. His 
life and career are worthy of emulation by 
tbe youth ol Nevada. 
Gazing upon his 


picture, and contemplating his successful, 
useful and honorable career are sufficient 
inspiration to incite tbe students of this 
University to follow bis example and 
course. 


AH matters pertaining to the welfare and 


progress of the University receive Senator 
Stewart's considerate attention. 
Vi batever 


tends to the advancement of tbe institution, 
be seeks to gain for it. He is aaxions and 
desirous that tbe youth of the State oi 
Nevada should have as good facilities for 
acquiring an education as those of other 
States possess. 
Nothing, in his mind, is 


too good in an educational way Tor tbe 
children of Nevada. 
He relies on their 


energy, enterprise, industry and a sense 
of duty to make the State prosperous and 
to maintain it in its patriotism in tbe 
future. In Senator Stewart the University 
has a staunch friend, and one who is ever 
ready to display his friendship for it. 


Now, Mr. President, 
Professors and 


students I present to your University this 
picture of Senator Stewart as a remem- 
brance of him from himself.

IMPORTANT RULING. 


Ike Grant In tfc* State !><>•«Not Include 


Mineral Lands. 


The Secretary of the Interior has ren- 


dered a dcoisioa of some importance in. the 
case of tbe Keystone Lode and' Millsite 
Company against the State ol Nevada. The 
case was on appeal from tbe decision of 
the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office. It involved mineral land near Car 
son which is claimed by the State under a 
grant from (he United States. Tbe Secre- 
tary says the grant from tbe United States 
to tbe State for school purposes, does not 
include mineral landd, as snob lands by the 
settled policy o' tbe Government, were ex- 
cluded from all grants. The State eannot 
dispose of mineral lands, as it has no title 
to each land*, and title to those lands can 
only be acquired by patent direct from tbe 
United States.

Owls Kill Many Mice. 


Mr. Nicholson has issued an appeal to 


landowners and country folk generally 
not to kill off every bird of prey, but, 
instead of nailing the skin of an owl or 
a hawk on a barn door because it bears 
an evil name in the poultry yard, and is 
in the black books of the gamekeeper, 
to preserve it, within limits, a't least as 
sedulously as the partridges and pheas- 
ants in whose interests it is destroyed. 
The barn owl (Altico flammeus) is unde- 
niably the farmer's friend and by no 
means the sportsman's enemy. From 
observations made during the nesting 
time it baa been calculated that it will 
bring to its callow young a mouse about 
once every twelve or fifteen minutes, 
and as many as twenty good sized rats, 
perfectly fresh, have been counted in a 
single nest. 
A nest containing five 


owlets was placed under a hencoop, 
and no less than twenty-four rats, large 
and small, brought there by the parent 
birds, were found lying outside the coop 
the following morning. — Edinburgh 
Scotsman. 


Destroyers of Grasshoppers. 


There is a small reptile out west 


known as the fence lizard, which 
catches and eats a great many grass- 
hoppers. The species is very common 
in the infested regions. 
Skunks are 


most active enemies of the insect and 
have been known to ascend trees for the 
purpose of catching them. 
For obvious 


leasons it will hardly be practicable to 
encourage these particular mammals, 
but no such objections would apply to 
toads, which are apt to s\sarm wherever 
the "hoppers" are, gobbling the latter 
greedily. 


Many planters in California employ 


flocks of turkeys for the purpose of free- 
ing their orchards and vineyards of 
grasshoppers. One turkey will destroy 
an almost incredible number in a single 
day. Incidentally the birds are fattened 
at the cheapest possible rate. They are 
so fond of such food that sometin )S 
they devour too many and die of inli- 
<zestion.—Washington Star.
